Dear  Student, 

I  hope  that  your  time  at  Venango  Campus  has  been  a  positive  and 
meaningful  one.  The  effect  of  college  on  personality  is  a  profound 
one,  although  many  of  those  effects  are  often  not  visible  until  much 
time  has  passed.  The  discipline  of  study,  the  exposure  to  different 
perspectives  of  meaning,  the  technical  skills  of  critical  thinking, 
formal  analysis,  and  evaluation  within  different  subject  areas,  do  to 
a  larger  or  smaller  extent  effect  all  who  go  to  college.
